This brilliant and thorough work of 
Dr. R. V. Krafft-Ebing caused a tremendous 
reaction in the late 1890s when it was first re- 
leased. This reaction has remained in students 
of psychology, doctors and interested laymen 
to this day. | | 

Dr. Krafft-Ebing, a noted and respected 
authority of his day, was the first man to 
publicly declare that sexually confused in- 

‘dividuals were sick, rather than criminal. His 
brilliant volume, dealing with all types of pa- 
tients, recorded many case histories of men 
and women-who had found themselves unable 
to adjust properly to customs of society and 
were therefore treated as outcasts, pariahs and 

' miscreants. The method of procedure at the 

time, and even today, is incarceration either 
in jail or in a mental hospital for a person 

~whose sexual behavior does not conform with 
that of his fellow men. . 

Dr. Krafft-Ebing was too much a product of 
his era to accept these unfortunates as calmly 
as does the average doctor today. True, though 
he felt compassion for them, he could not help 
but regard their abnormal behavior as un- 
savory and horrible. Yet, his probing into the 
frequency of the incidents proved to him that 

the cases sprang from some unhappy phase 
in the individual’s development, rather than 
pure malice, as it had formerly been believed. 
Through his findings many enlightened doc- 
tors learned to cope with the problems of sex 
perversion which too frequently came knock-

In Japan the Government has decreed that 
tattooing is illegal. Still it continues to flourish 
in the east as many men and women submit 
their entire body to the artist’s needle, permit- 
ting him to decorate it with weird and intricate 
designs. The Hard Skin Club of Japan has a 
tremendous membership. Founded in 1902, it 
boasts of a personal needle-artist, Suzuki, who 
claims to have tattooed more than 10,000 per- 
sons. The present membership got its inspiration 
from tattooed ancestors. Three hundred years 
ago this art was introduced into Japan and 
gained such importance that the government 
deemed it necessary to forbid it. To belong to 
the Hard Skin Club, a man or woman must 
undergo the full traditional course of tattooing, 
permitting at least the full back and legs to be 
properly embossed. 

The Japanese claim that Americans express 
their sentimental nature in the symbolic tattoos. 
they request, while Occidentals carry out their 
artistic feelings. Patriotism and love rarely figure 
in Japanese art, though both of these are im- 
portant factors in American tattoos. Which form 
of tattoo expression do you prefer?

Oddly enough, the code guiding 
the action of stars before the camera, and 
their behavior off the screen is a self-imposed 
one. In the early nineteen hundreds, when 
the industry was in its infancy, producers 
had no yardstick of morality to guide them. 
Operating on the theory that there was money 
in shock appeal, many a commercially-minded 
entrepreneur permitted good taste to go by 
the wayside as he directed actors and actress- 
es thru daring paces. 

The films which reached the eager audiences 
of the early twenties were adult in scope and 
spicy in presentation. Since that time, though

the technical side of the industry has pro-

The greatest objectors to the many and in- 
volved clauses of the code are those members 
of the audience who believe that they should 
be able to enjoy on the screen, the weighty 
kind of plays that are presented with com- 
plete acceptance on the stage. The laundering 
and diluting process, they argue, erroneously 
operates on the «theory that a 65c movie ad- 
mission ticket proves the holder to be of low 
mentality, while a $5.50 theater seat establish- 
es the spectator as an intellectual giant.

Too many excellent vehicles, critics aver, 
which unexpurgated have thrilled rather than > 
tainted the public as books and stage produc- 
tions, emerge as aborted and worthless ma- 
terial when they are transferred to the screen. 

With all due respect to these master minds, 
the motion picture censorship office continues 
to launder its own products, basing its argu- 
ment on the fact that movies are available to 
children and impressionable adults in a great- 


er proportion than are the more expensive __ 


and sophisticated stage productions or novel 
best sellers. 

Thus, those who seek meatier fares are re- 
ferred to foreign films (which don’t contend 
with Hollywood censorship); Broadway hits — 
(which make light of spicy situations); and 
books (which print four letter words with 
complete disregard of their gutter usage). 

But the Johnson Office, arch watch dog of 
movieland’s morals, unafraid of losing busi- 
ness to the more expensive media, goes blithe- 
ly along, dictating to the studios on every 
point. The personal romances, alcoholic at- 
tachments, or drug habits of the screen stars 
are watched as carefully as the usage of such 
“shockers” as the word “damn” before a mo- 
tion picture recording device. 

It is difficult to conceive of any point which 
hasn’t fallen under the critical scrutiny of 
the film censors. From this one would assume 
that the public which witnessed movies prior 
to the adaptation of the code emerged de- 
bauched, degenerate and dangerous. This is 
based on the fact that 90% of the material 
shown at the time was completely objection- 
able, judged by today’s standards. 

A revisal of the original code, drawn up in 
1922, was effected in 1930 when the producers 
stated that they had recognized their re- 
sponsibility to the public and asked the public 
to accept the rulings with a sympathetic un- 
derstanding of their purposes and problems, 


- and in a spirit of cooperation. 


With this auspicious statement, the code 
went on to touch upon every possible situation 
which at any point might offend anyone. Thus 
they drew up the basic principles on:

The original story or play is submitted to 
the Production Code Administration for sug- 
gestion or criticism before the first screen 
adaptation is written. 

When the script is completed it is submitted 
for a check with Code requirements. Mem- 
bers of the Production Code Administration 
staff are called in to discuss sequence and 
problems. 

Finally, the finished product is reviewed 
and granted the certificate of approval if it 
meets with Code requirements at every point. 

Yet, often, after this supposedly careful re- 
viewing, religious or civic groups step in and 
boycott a picture. Thus, evén complying with 
the Code does not always insure complete ac- 
ceptance. 

Further than this, individual states have 
drawn up their own motion pictyre regula- 
tions. Typical of some of the added clauses is 
that of the state of Massachusetts, where or- 
dinary kisses can be projected only half as 
long on Sundays as on week days. 

Enemies of the unyielding and strict Code 
claim that it is not modern, not flexible and 
not fair. They aver that movie audiences 
should be able to accept and digest fare as 
serious as that which is presented to stage 
audiences. They further contend that if the

NN SHERIDAN’S statement, in the previ- 
ous issue of GLANCE, that she preferred 


the screen to the stage as a medium for his- 
trionic expression, caused a furor among 
Broadway’s leading ladies. As fast as our last 
issue hit the stands, expounding Annie’s views, 
so did the top stars of the legitimate stage 
rush forward to offer their refutation in per- 
son and by letter. _ 

The most vehement and sound argument . 
came from Miss Nanette Fabray, currently the 
rage on the mainstem for her remarkable 
performance in “Love Life.” 

Thus, we journeyed to the 46th Street 
Theater to get Nanette’s views, first hand. 
Backstage in her cosy, gay dressing room, 
Miss Fabray proved a charming hostess, as 
she divested herself of her dress, behind a 
colorful screen, and wrapped in a robe sat 
before her dressing table, applying make-up 
dexterously and chatting as she worked. : 

“Oh,” she exclaimed with fervor, “I just wish 
I could marshal all my thoughts to answer 
Ann Sheridan adequately. You see, I feel so 
strongly on the point, because, though Holly- 
wood is my native town and has been my 
home for years, it is the most frustrating 
place on earth, believe me.” | 

Nanette, who started her theatrical career 
at the age of four as cute toddler in the “Our 
Gang” comedies, had a series of unfulfilling 
motion picture experiences, and finally broke 


into “Meet The People,” a Hollywood stage 
success, where she scored her first real tri- 
umph. 

“The film colony,’ she continued, patting 
grease paint generously over her face and 
neck, “considers you only as good as the 
profits from your latest picture. If the box 
office gross on your current film is good, you’re 
a social lioness, if it’s bad—you’re a social 
outcast.” Nanette has figured in few flops, 
whether on stage or screen, so her point is not 
a personalized attitude of sour grapes. Being 
a sincere, honest individual, she’s concerned 
with the “little’ people of Hollywood. 

“It’s hard to believe,” Nanette pondered, 
“but I was actually criticized by the so-called 
film greats because I shared my house with 
a couple of chorus kids. These were friends 
of mine, you understand, girls who’d worked 
with me, and had found themselves homeless. 
The fact that I, presumably an established 
Star, was friendly with chorines, made film 
luminaries angry, and showed up clearly how 


the atrocious Hollywood caste system operates. 


Further, it proved the inability of any film 
celebrity to lead a personal life.” 


The interference of Hollywood with the off- 
the-stage behavior of its stars is a point at 
which Nanette’s ire is easily aroused. Though 
she herself leads a quiet and average life with 
her press-agent husband, she is incensed at 
the inability of the screen stars to do just as 
they please. 

“Imagine,” she said with disgust, “what will 
happen to people like Bob Walker, who dared 
to celebrate too freely with alcohol, or Bob 
Mitchum who has been accused of smoking 
marijuana. cigarettes, now that their ‘crimes’ 
are publicized. It may mean the end of their 
careers. It’s wretchedly unfair! We, in the 
theater, to a great extent, may live just as 
we please. In fact, outrageous antics some-, 
times heighten, rather ase diminish an ac- 
tor’s popularity. 

“John Barrymore staggered onto the boards 
boisterously drunk every other night and the 
audience roared at his peccadillos. They ac- 
tually loved him for his brashness. La Bank- 
head's popularity stems as much from the 
fact that she has a sensationally shocking 
reputation, as it does from her truly superior 
acting ability. I could go on naming the stage’s 
‘bad girls’ and ‘bad boys’ all night, but what’s 
the point? None of them would have a chance 
for continued Hollywood success. 

The first breath of scandal would send the 
movie moguls a-running. The next would 
mean dissolved contracts, and there’s noth- 
ing in the world as horrible as to find one-self 
washed-up on the screen. One failure and 
you're on the way out. Two failures and 
you're really through!” 

Failure is a word which Nanette uses only 
in the abstract. Being remarkably versatile, 
as a singer, a dancer and a truly good actress, 
she’ll never have to fear the bugaboo of being 
jobless on Broadway. Her phenomenal suc- 
cess in “High Button Shoes” had producers 
clamoring for her services. The part offered 
her in “Love Life” was so meaty and called 
for such all-around talents, that Nanette left 
“High Button Shoes” during the height of 
its run to throw her “all” into the new sore 
duction. | 

“There’s nothing I don’t have to do in ‘Love 
Life’,” Nanette grinned. “Why, when they 
told me that I'd have to walk a tight-rope, 
and be sawed in half, I thought they were 
pulling my leg, but I do all that and more, 
six nights a week and two matinees, and 
hope that I improve with every performance.
